WABHiNOTOK, Kov. 7.—In this sermon 
Dr. Talmage in a startling way speaks of 
the dangers threatening our great towns 
and cities and shows how the slumbering 
flres may be put out. His text Is Psalm 
Izzx, 13, “ The boar out of tho wood doth 
waste it, and the wild beast of the field 
doth devour it." 


By this homely but expresslTe figure 
David sets forth the bad iiAuences which 
In olden time broke In upon God’s heri­ 
tage, as with swine’s foot tramping and 
as with swine’s snout uprooting the vino- 
fards of prosperli>y. I^at was tme then 
is true now. 
There have been enough 
trees of righteousness planted to overshad­ 
ow the whole earth had it not been for the 
azmen who hewed them down. The tem­ 
ple of truth would long ago have been com­ 
pleted had it not been for the iconoclasts 
who defaced the walls and battered down 
the pillars. 
The whole earth would have 
been an Eschol of ripened clusters had it 
not been that *'the boar has wasted it and 
the wild boast of the field devoured it. ” 


I propose to point out to you those whom 
I consider to bo the destructive classes of 
society. First, the public criminals. You 
ought not to be surprise that these people 
make up a largo proportion of many com­ 
munities. In I860 of tho 49,000 people who 
were incarcerated in tho prisons of tlie 
country 33,000 were of foreign birth. 
Many of them were tho very desperadoes 
of Bocicty, oozing into the slums of our 
citics, waiting for an opportunity to riot 
and steal ond dcbaiich, joining tho largo 
gang of American thugs and cutthroats. 
There are in our citics i)coplo whoso entire 
business in life is to commit crime. 
That 
Is as imich their business as jurisprudence 
or medicine or merchandise is your Inisi- 
ness. 
To it they bring all their energies 
of IxKly, mind and soul, and they look up­ 
on tho interregnums which they spend in 
prison as so much unfortunate loss of time, 
just as you look upon an attack of influ­ 
enza or rheumatism which fastens you in 
tho house for a few days. 
It is their life­ 
time business to pick pockets, and blow 
up safes, and shoplift, and ply the panel 
game, and they have as much prido of 
skill in their business as you have in yours 
When you upset the aigum entof an oppos­ 
ing counsel, or cure a gunshot fracture 
which other surgeons have given up, or 
foresee a turn in the market so you buy 
goods just before they go up 30 per ccnt. 
It is their business to commit crime, and 
I do not suppose that once in a year tho 
thought of the immorality strikes them. 
Adde<l to those professional criminals, 
American and foreign, there is a large class 
of men who aro more or loss industrious 
in crime. Drunkenness is responsible for 
much of tho theft, since it confuses a 
m an’s ideas of property, and he gets his 
hands on things that do not belong to 
him. 
Rum is responsible for much of the 
assault and battery, inspiring men to sud­ 
den bravery, which they must demon­ 
strate, though it bo on the face of the next 
gentleman. 


R cclalm th« C rim iaal. 


You help to pay the board of every 
oriminal,from the sneak thief who snatches 
a spool of cotton up to some man who 
cnacts a “ Black Friday.” 
More than 
that, it touches your heart in tho moral 
depression of tho community. You might 
as well think to stand in a closely confined 
room where there aro 60 people and yet, 
not breathe tho vitiated air as to stand in 
a community where there are so many of 
the depraved without somewhat being 
contaminated. What is the fire that burns 
your storo down compared with tho con­ 
flagration which consumes your morals? 
What is the theft of tho gold and silver 
from your money safe compared with tho 
theft of your children’s virtue? Wo aro 
all ready to arraign criminals. 
Wo shout 
at the top of our voice, “ Stop thief!” and 
when the iiolico get on the track we come 
out hatless and in our slippers and U!<.sist 
in tho arrest. Wo con»e round tho i)awling 
rufllan and hustle him off to justice, and 
when he gets in prison what do wo do for 
him? With great gusto wo put on tho 
handcuffs and tho hopples, but what prep­ 
aration aro wo malcing for tho day when 
tho handcuiTs and hopplen come off? .So­ 
ciety seems tq say to these criminals, “ Vil­ 
lain, go in there and rot!” when it ought 
to say: “ You are an offender against tlie 
law, but we moan to give you an oppor­ 
tunity to rejxint; we mean to help you. 
Hero are Bibles and tracts and Christian 
iniluences. Christ died for you. Look and 
live. ” Vast improvements liavo been made 
by introducing industry into tho prison, 
but wo want something moi*e than ham­ 
mer.'» and shtK) lasts to reclaim tlie.so peo­ 
ple. Aye, wo want more than sermons on 
tlio Sabbath day. 
Sfxiiety must impr«*ss 
these men with the fact that it does not 
enjoy tlieir sufferinK and that it i.s at- 
tenipting to reform and elevate them. The 
majority of criminals suppose that society 
has a grudge against them, and they in 
turn have a grudge against society. 


W hy So Many Go Hack. 


They are harder in heart and more in­ 
furiate when they come out of jail than 
when they went in. 
Many of the jKioplo 
who go to prison go again and again and 
ogain. Some years ago, of 1,500 prisoners 
who during tho year had lieen in Sing 
Sing 400 had been there before. In a house 
of correction In the country, where dur­ 
ing a certain roach of time tliero had been 
6,000 people, more than 3,000 had been 
tliero bijfore. 
So, in one ease the prison 
and in the other case tho house of correc­ 
tion left them just as bad as they were lie- 
fore. 
Tho secretary of one of the benevo­ 
lent societies of New York saw a lad 15 
years of ago who had spent three years of 
his life in prison, and he said to the lad, 
“ What have they done for you to makd you 
better?” “ Well,” replied the lad, '*thofirst 
time I was brought up before tho judge ho 
said ,‘You ought to be ashamed of your­ 
self.’ And then I committed a crime 
again, and I was brought up before the 
saiiiii judge, and he said, ‘You ras'cal!’ 
Ami after awhile I committed some otiicr 
( I’lnie and 1 was brought before tho same 
judge, and ho said, ‘You ought to bo 
luiuued!’ ” 
That is all they had done for 
him in tiio way of reformation and salva- 
tion. 
‘'O h,” you say, “ those people are 
inuorrigible. ” 
I »ui)poso there are hun­ 
dreds ot‘ iMirMjns this day lying in tho pris­ 
on bunks who would leap up at tiio pros- 
peot of rofermatlon if society would only 
allow them a way Into doeencyand re

I have no f^mpathy with that executive 
clemency which would let crime run loose 
or which would sit in the gallefy of a 
oonrtroom weeping because some hard 
hearted wratoh is brought to justice, but I 
do say that the safety and life of the com­ 
munity demand more potential influences 
In behalf of these offenders. 


Ho P ur* A ir. No ^unllght. 


X s te p ^ into one of the prisons of one 
of our great cities and the air w<m like 
that of the Black Hole of Calcutta. As 
the air swept through the wicket it almost 
knoclced me davrn. No sunlight Young 
men who had committed their first crime 
crowded in among old offenders. 
I saw 
there one woman, with a child almost 
blind, who had been arrested for tho crime 
If poverty, who was waiting until the 
slow law could take her to the almshouse, 
where she rightfully belonged, but she was 
thrust in there with her child, amid the 
most abandoned wretches of the town. 
Many of the offenders in that prison sleep­ 
ing on the floor, with nothing but a ver­ 
min covcred blanket over them. Thoee 
people, crowded, and wan, and wasted, 
and half suffocated, and infuriated. I said 
to the men, “ How do you stand it here?” 
“God knows,” said ono man. 
“Wo have 
to stand It.” Oh, they will pay you when 
they get out! 
Where they btirned down 
one house, they will burn three. 
They 
will strike deeper tho assassin’s knife. 
They are this minute plotting worse bur­ 
glaries. Many of the jails aro the best place 
I know of to manfacturc footpads, vaga­ 
bonds and cutthroats. 
Yalo college is not 
so well calculated to make scholars, nor 
Harvard so well calculated to make scien­ 
tists, nor Princeton so well calculated to 
make theologians, as tho American jail is 
calculated to make criminals. 
All that 
these men do not know of crime after they 
have been in that style of dungeon for 
some ti^ne, satanic machination caimot 
teach them. 
Every hour theso jails stand 
they challenge the Ijord Almighty to smite 
the cities. 
I call upon the people to rise 
in their wrath and demand a reforma­ 
tion. 
I call upon the judges of our courts 
to expose the Infamy. 
I demand, in be­ 
half of those incarcerated prisoners, fresh 
air and clear sunlight, and, in the name 
of him who had not where t< ' j* his head, 
a couch to rest on at night. 
In tho in­ 
sufferable stencil and sickening surround­ 
ings of some of the prisons, there is noth­ 
ing but disease for the body, idiocy for the 
mind and death for the soul. 
Stifled air 
and darkness and vermin never turned a 
thief into an honest man. 
Wo want men 
like John Howard and Sir William Black- 
stone and women like Elizabeth Fry, to 
do for the prisons of the United States 
what tho.sn people did in other days for the 
prisons of England. I thank Qod for what 
Isaac T. Hopiier and Dr. Wines and Mr. 
Harris and scores of others have done in 
the way of prison r^fonn, but we want 
something more radical before upon our 
cities will come the blessing of him who 
said, “ I was in prison and ye came unto 
me.” 


Bad Hmn In Plaoea of Power. 


In this class of uprooting and devouring 
population are untrustworthy officials. 
“ Woe unto thee, O land, when thy king 
is a child and thy princes drink in the 
m orning!” It is a great calamity to a city 
when bad men get into public authority. 
Why was it that In New York thoro was 
such unparalleled crime between ISOG and 
1871? It was because the judges of police 
in that city for the most part %vere as cor­ 
rupt as the vagaljonds that came before 
them for trial. 
Theso were the days of 
high carnival for election frauds, assassi­ 
nation and forgery. 
We ha«l the “ whisky 
ring,” aiid tho •‘Tammany ring,” and the 
“ Erie ring.” 
There was one nuin during 
those years that got $128,000 in ono year 
for serving the public. 
In a few yoar.s it 
was estimated tluit there were $50,000,000 
of public treasure squandered. 
In tho.se 
times the criminal had only to wink tt> the 
judge, or his lawyer would wink for him, 
and the question was dccideti for the de­ 
fendant. 
Of the 8,000 iK!ople arrested in 
that city in one year only 3,000 were pun­ 
ished. 
These little matters were “ fixed 
up, ” while the interests of society were 
•'fixed down.” 
You know as wi>ll as I 
that a criminal whoe.scai)es only opens tho 
door of other criminalities. It is no com­ 
pliment to public authority wlien we have 
in all the cities of the country, walking 
abroad, men and women notorious for 
criminality, unwhlpped of justice. 
They 
are pointed out to you in the street diiy by 
day. 
There you find what are called tho 
“ fences,” the men who stand betwc»!U the 
thief and the honest ntan, shelt«jring the 
thief, and at great price handing over tho 
goods to the owner to wiiom they l)eiong. 
There you will find those who are called 
the “ skinners, ” tho men who hover around 
Wall street and State street and Third 
street with great sleight of hand in bonds 
and stocks. 
There yoii find the funeral 
thieves, the people who go -and sit down 
and mourn with families and pick their 
pockets. 
And there you find the “ confi­ 
dence m en,” %\4io Ijorrow money of you 
l)ecause they have a dead child in the 
house and want to l)ury it, wlien they 
never had a hou.>ie nor a family, or they 
want to go to England and get a large 
property there, and they want you to pay 
their way, and they will send the money 
back Ijy tho very next mail. There are tho 
“ harbor thieves,” the ••shoplifters,” the 
•‘pickpockets,” famous all over tho cities. 
Hundreds of them with their faces in tho 
“ rogues’ gallery,” yet doing nothing for 
the last five or ten years but defraud so­ 
ciety and escape justice. 
When these peo­ 
ple go unarrested and unpunished, it is 
putting a high premium upon vice and 
saying to tho young criminals of this 
country, “ What a safe thing it is to bo a 
great oriminal. ” I-*et the law swoop up«)n 
^them. Let it bo known in thiscountry that 
erlme will have no quarter; that the de­ 
tectives are after it; that tho |iolice club 
is being brandished; that the iron t|oor of 
the prison is Ijeing opened; that the judge 
is ready to call tho ease. 
Too great leni­ 
ency to criminals is too great severity to 
society.

CONSOLIDATE. 


A Japanese Orator Entertained a 
Larffe Audience at the Meth- I 


odist Church. 


Prof. B'ukushima, a native of Japan, 
a professor in a Tokio college, and 
former Japanese minister to Hawaii, 
addressed an audience last evening at 
the First Methodist church 
which 
tilled all the pews aad required the 
carrying in of many chairs. 


Unlike the lectures of most foreign­ 
ers this address was wonderfully en- 
tertainining and Instructive. The pro- 
f^^sor Is an orator, he speaks English 
clearly and well, and his native grace 
and gestures make eloquent and force­ 
ful his words. He was dressed in na­ 
tive costume, and impressed the audi­ 
ence as u man of rare attainments and 
intelligence. If an American ho would 
win fame among his fellows. 


Japan has enjoyed wonderful prog­ 
ress in the past quarter of a century 
uad he attributed it all to the Chris­ 
tian civilization planted among them 
by American missionaries. The people 
of Japan appreciate and love the Uni­ 
ted States and the newspapers who 
talk about a prospective war between 
the two countries over Hawaii do not 
know the hearts of the Japanese peo 
pic. All that Japan wants is damages 
and the matter will be settled by arbi­ 
tration. 


“Thirty years ago,” ho said, “Japan 
had no railroads, today you may travel 
over the country by rail. Thirty years 
ago coal oil or kerosene was first intro­ 
duced into Japan. Now we have gas 
andy.he streets of our cities are Illum­ 
in a ti by 
electricity. 
Twenty-live 
yeara ago Japan had no newspapers 
but now we have 766 papers and maga­ 
zines, 188 of which are dailies. 
Twen- 
ty-tive years ago we had no public 
Kchools while now 85 per cent of our 
children are In school, learning not on­ 
ly our own alphabet but your A li C, 
and some the German alphabet. Twen- 
ty-live years ago Japan had no man 
of war, but now her navy is second 
only to that of England, and she has a 
standing array of 200,000.” 


All this advancement he attributed 
to the enlightening intiuence of Chris­ 
tianity. 
In a few things, however, be 
believed that the old Japanese customs 
excelled. One of the first principles 
taught the Japanese young woman was 
that she should not talk too much. At 
a reception in this country the profes­ 
sor was seated beside a young lady who 
wearied him by her continual fusilade 
of questions. Finally he said: ‘‘Lady, 
in Japan I was taught that there was 
|io such thing as perpetual motion but 
I have discovered it in your country.” 
“WhereV” enthusiastically 
inquired 
his tormentor. “On the lijis of the 
most enlightened American ladies.” 
The questioner ceased from troubling 
and the weary professor was at rest. 


Japanese always turn to the left ana 
he told an amusing incident as to how 
he nearly ran Into a lady in San Fran­ 
cisco when he first landed in this coun­ 
try. In Japan it is easy to tell a mar­ 
ried from an unmarried woman and he 
confessed his inability to tell theditTei 
ence in this country. Married women 
in Japan used to shave their eyebrows 
and blacken their teeth with ink in oi 
der to look so hideous as not to win the 
admiration of other men. All women 
wear a sash and those married wear the 
bow tied at the back. If the woman is 
a widow resolved not to marry again 
the bow is tied in front but generally 
it soon goes back. 


There is yet missionary work in Ja­ 
pan to do, there is Buddhism and other 
religions to overcome and the profes­ 
sor made an earnest closing plea that 
when the church sent more missiona- 
* ries it should send along Its prayers. 
The special music by the choir was a 
fu tu re of the wonderfully helpful ter- 
vice.

SEEBACH AND THE AGENT. 


G ernian Story of au Am erican A ttem pt 
to Itoom a 8ewiDK Maehine. 


The following story, which was pub­ 
lished iu German in coimectiou with 
tho death of Mario Seebiich, the noted 
Genuan actrese, show’s very w’ell the 
conception of American affairs which 
still prevails iu Germany to a certain 
extent. Seebach was here more tlum 20 
yciirs ago, and it is scarcely possible 
that such an incident as is described 
would have taken place then, but many 
such stories are told iu Germany today 
as illustrative of American enterprise. 


According to this reminiscenc*e Marie 
Seebach oue day received a messiige that 
a gentleman wished to see her.

The fight was called 
at 11:20 o’clock and lasted nearly two 
hours.

Thq police stations of two of our cities 
furnish annually 200,000 lodgings. 
For 
the most part, these 200,000 lodgings are 
furnished to ablcbodicd men and women 
—people as able to work as you and I ore. 
When they are received no longer ot one 
police station, becouse they ore “ repeat- 
ere," they goto some other station, and 
so they keep moving around. 
They get 
their food at house doors, stealing what 
they cun lay their hands on in tiio front 
basement while the servant is spreading 
'li^o bread in the Imck basement. 
They 
%iU not work. Time and itgain, in the 
country districts, they hove wanted hun- 
,dieds and thousands of laborers. 
These 
nien will not go. 
They do not want to 
work. 1 have tried them. I have set them 
to sowing wood in my cellar, to see 
whether they wanted to work. 
I offered 
to pay them well for it. I hove hearti the 
saw going for about three minutes, and 
then I went down, and lo, the wood, but 
no saw! 


Two Million LoAfen. 


They are the pest of society, and they 
stand in the way of the Lord’s poor, who 
ought to bo helped, and will be helped. 
While there ore thousniuls of industrious 
men who cannot get any work, these men 
who do not want any w’ork come in ond 
make that plea. Sleeping ot night ot pub* 
lie expense in the station house; during 
the day, getting their food at your door 
step. 
Imprisonment does not scare them. 
They would like it. Black well’s Island or 
Moyomensing prison would be a comfort­ 
able home for them. They would have no 
objection to the almshouse, for they like 
thin soup, if they cannot get mock turtle. 


I like for that class of people the scant 
bill of fiu^ that Paul w’rote out for the 
Thcssalonian loafers, “ If any work not, 
neither should he eat. ” By what lo^v of 
God or man is it right that you and I 
should toil day in ond day out until our 
hands ore blistered and our orms ache and 
our brain gets numb, and tlien bo called 
upon to support what in the United States 
are about 2,000,000 loofcrs! They ore a 
very dangerous class. 
I^>t the public au­ 
thorities keep their eyes on them. 


Among the uprooting classes I place the 
oppressed poor. Poverty to a certain ex­ 
tent is chostening. 
But ofter that, when 
it drives a man to the wall tuid ho heors 
his children cr>’ in vain for bread, it some­ 
times mokes him desperate. 
I think thot 
there ore thousands of honest men lacerat­ 
ed into vagabondism. 
There tu*e men 
crushed tuider burdens for which they aro 
not half poid. While there is no excuse for 
criminality, even in oppression, I state it 
as a simple fact that nmch of the scoun- 
drelism of the community is consequent 
upon ill treatment. There aro many men 
and women battered and bruisoti ond 
stung until the hour of despair has come, 
ond they stand w’ith the ferocity of a wild 
bciist which, pursued until it ctm run no 
longer, turns round, foaming and bleeding, 
to fight the hounds. 


There is a vast underground city life 
that is appalling and shameful. Itw'ollowi 
ond steimis with putrefaction. 
You go 
down the stairs, wiilch are wet and de­ 
cayed with filth, and ot tho bottom you 
find tho poor victims on the fioor cold» 
sick, three-fourths deivd, slinking into a 
still darker corner imder the gleam of the 
lantern of the iwlice. 
There has not IxMm 
a breoth of fresh air in thot room for five 
years literolly. 
There they ore—men, 
women, children; bitusks, whites; Mary 
Mogdoleno without her repentance ond 
Lozurus without his God. 
These ore the 
“dives” into which the pickpockets and 
tho thieves go, os well as a great many 
who would like a different life, but cannot 
get iib. 
These places ore the sores of the 
city which bleed perpetual corruption. 
They ore the underlying volcano thot 
threatens us with o Caracos earthquake. 
It rolls and roars and surges and heaves 
ond rocks and blosphenios ond dies. 
And 
there ore only two outlets for it—the po­ 
lice court ond tho potter’s field. In other 
words, they must either go to prison or to 
hell. Oh, you never saw it, you say! You 
never will see it until on the day when 
these staggering wretches shall come up 
in the light of the judgment throne and 
w'hile all hearts are being revealed God 
will ask you w'hot you did to help them.

There is another layer of poverty and 
destitution'>-not so squalid, but almost as 
helpless. 
You hear their incessant wail­ 
ing for bread and clothes ond fire. Their 
eyes lU'e sunken. Their cheekbones sUtnd 
out.

No seats are provide, and 
the privacy of tho Tiu'kish woman, home­ 
ward bound at sunset after a war of wits 
with the stately diplomats of tho oriental 
bargain counters, is comparable to that of 
the standing throng in a rush trip on a .

dome emotions, the doctor said, were 
more frequently the result of disorders 
tban others. 
Those emotions having 
to deal with the affections were most 
often traceable to diseased conditions. 
Wben the mind is diseased so that the 
seal of the trouble is always in the 
ntnd the emotions would be evidence 
of disease and the disease of melan- 
cbolla would be iiuiiuiited by a disor* 
dered emotion of u sorrowful character. 
He testiflcd that humicide and suicide 
resulted often from diseases which pro­ 
duced emotional disturbances. 


Insanity, the doctor said, might be 
produced from blows on the head, from 
Inflammation cau(>ed by blood clots on th 
brain and by loss of sleep. 
He would 
not ^ m it that sleeplessness was a fre- 
ouent cause of insanity, or that all au­ 
thorities laid sleeplessness down as a 
cause. 
He said thu sudden transition 
of a person from a state of supreme 
nnd perfect happinusn and bliss to one 
of diMppointment, despair and gloom 
■ometlines produced insanity. 
You 
determined that the mind was dis­ 
ordered by the fact that his conduoi 
was abnormal or disordered. 
The 
moral faculty was the last of all to be 
acquired and the first to suffer when 
disease entered the mental organ»». 
One of the first symptoms of insanity 
was the deadening of the moral sense. 
This perversion, he said, »could not be 
total without some perversion of intel­ 
lect. When homicide resulted from a 
mania the criminal feels rellovcd when 
the deed is done for the reason that lie 
no longer suffers the extraordinary dU- 
quiet previously felt. 


Persons having attempted murder 
under an impulse of homicidal munia, 
the witness aaid, always display indif­ 
ference to the nature of what they have 
4one. It was also brought out that the 
doctor has been the medical adviser of 
the family for eight years.
